and these electric cars will be taxed to 
their utmost capacity, and immense 
amounts ot money will roll into the 
coffers of the different companies.

OUR 
INCOMPARABLE ICE CREAM. 


European* Strive to Imitate It, but Their 
Kffbrta Hare Been Vein. 


Ice cream is pre-eminently an' Ameri- 
an specialty. 'All the Atlantic) passen­ 
ger steamers plying between this port 
ind Europe take aboard in New York a 
mfflcient supply of iee cream for the 
royage back to New York as well as for 
the outward journey, despite the fact 
that the cost of the article is greater 
here than abroad, and that it is erpen- 
tive stuff to keep. The round trip occu­ 
pies at least three weeks, and the cream 
das to last that period, one week of 
which the ship is tied up in dock, with 
the oream eating up loe in the refriger- 
ttor at a prodigious, rate. Whon the au­ 
tumn rush homeward Bets in and the 
iteamers are crowded to the limit, the 
unount of ice oream thus carried from 
this port and kept at least two weeks for 
ose on the return voyage is a big item 
In the provision account Many kinds of 
provisions and supplies are oheaper in 
Europe than here, and of .these the 
steamers lay in a double stock at the Eu­ 
ropean ports. Ice cream, too, is oheaper 
in Europe, but it has the fatal disad­ 
vantage that it is not ice cream as the 
American regards the article. 


Ice has come to be less of a novelty 
on the table in Europe in recent years, 
mainly, doubtless, because of the insist­ 
ence of the thousands of Americans who 
make Europe their summer playground. 
Ice cream, too, you can get in most of 
the big cities, even in England. But it 
usually lacks the main, indefinable qual­ 
ities that make it so attractive at home. 
Europeans may talk about the inimitable 
- bouquet of their wines, but the bouquet 
of American ioe cream is beyond them. 
This is not a matter of natural advan­ 
tages and facilities, as is claimed for the 
wine and other things, for Switzerland 
is full of ice topped mountains, and her 
valleys are filed with cows. 


A varied and recent experience with 
the ice creams of Europe induces the 
conclusion that only the "sorbetto" one 
gets on the Piazza of St. Mark's in 
Venice approaches the delicious perfec­ 
tion of the ordinary every day ioe cream 
of America. Perhaps this is because the 
Venetians themselves eat ice oream, 
whereas in most other European cities 
it is regarded as an outlandish concoc­ 
tion, prepared only for the peculiar pal­ 
ate of the stranger. It is a far cry and a 
strange one, from St. Mark's to Madison 
square, but the delighted exclamation of 
a group of American girls, ordering ioe 
cream there as they had done all the 
way down from London, "Ah, this is 
something like I" covered the distance 
in no time.—New York Sun. 


ALPHONSE DAUDET. 


A Slow Writer, and He Is Merer Satisfied 
With His Work. 


Alphonse Daudet thus describes his 
method of writing a book: " I write 
slowly, very slowly, and revise and re­ 
vise. I am never satisfied with my work. 
My novels 1 always write myself. I nev­ 
er could dictate a novel. As to my plays, 
I used formerly to dictate them. 
I had 
a certain talent in my legs, just as Na-^ 
poleon had a certain genius in the legs 
of his soldiers. My books go through 
many processes. To begin with, I fill my 
notebooks. Each note as it is used is 
scratched out in blue or red pencil. 
From these written notes and the tablets 
of my memory—'the deltoi of my mem­ 
ory'—I write out in copybooks the first 
copy of my novel. 


"I write this first copy on alternate 
pages of my copybooks, and leave the 
opposite sheet blank. When the book is 
finished in its rough state, I rewrite it 
page by page on the blank sheets. The 
page on the right is the amended copy 
of the page on the left. Then my wife 
looks at this second copy and suggests 
to me what improvements might be 
made. I note these down. 


"Then I rewrite the whole book again 
with the joy of a schoolboy who feels 
thai a wearisome task is ended. So that, 
apart from my notes, I write each man­ 
uscript three times over, and if I could 
do so I would write it as ' many times 
more, for, as I have said, I am never 
satisfied with my work. Bnt I am very 
irregular in my way of working. Some­ 
times I work 18 hours a day, and day 
by day."—Rockland (Ma) Tribune. 


The sussing Birds. 


The bluebirds, yellow birds and black­ 
birds seem to have disappeared from 
western New York this year. 
Reports 
from careful ornithologists in many 
counties show that these birds have not 
appeared this spring as usual 
Walter 
Burke of Batavia writes: "Where are 
the blackbirds? These birds in past 
years congregated in large numbers in a 
little grove near my residence and filled 
the air with their melodious singing, 
but now it is all hushed and still" 


The Livingston Republican says: 
"The absence of bluebirds has been 
commented on by several papers, and, 
come to think of it, we haven't noticed 
any bluebirds or yellow birds either, 
but the orioles are flashing through the 
foliage in considerable numbers -and oc­ 
casionally trilling a few bars of song.'' 
—Buffalo Enquirer.

Some of Them True, Many False, bat All 
Highly Interestiat;— Baoknm and the 
••Wellington Boot System"—A Talk With 


Mr. Spectator, a Man' Who Knows. 


But who should this be sipping some 
iced vermouth at the marble table but 
sn old friend whom I will call Mr. 
Spectator. He lives at Monte Carlo,-he 
has passed a score of seasons here, he 
baa plenty of money, he goes to the 
Casino every day and every evening and 
he never plays a cent. It is his occupa­ 
tion in life to be an observer of things 
and to mark the ways of man and wom­ 
an kind 
In tho summor ho will mark 
them at Aix-les-Bains, at Lausanne or 
at Trouville. 
He knows everything 
about what is going on just now at 
"Monty," 
what 
Russian 
princess 
pawned her diamonds last week and 
what Cuban sugar plantgtdid not die of 
apoplexy at the Hotel Carmbole, bnt 
poisoned himself with prussio acid. 
"He was a fool, sir," quoth Mr. Spec­ 
tator. "Why didn't he go to the admin­ 
istration? Why didn't he make his dec­ 
laration? They knew well enough that 
he had lost 200,000 francs in the course 
of ten days. They would have paid his 
traveling and hotel expenses back to 
Paris, or back to Brazil, for the matter 
of that. Ho was a fool, sir I" 


Mr. Spectator went on to explain that 
when a cleaned out player made a can­ 
did admission of his impecuniosity the 
administration gave him a sum of mon­ 
ey sufficient to defray his journey by 
railway to tho place whcnco bo came 
and his incidental expenses en route. 
He mentioned one case in which a whole 
family of five persons were allowed 15 
louis apiece to take them from Monte 
Carlo to London, the sole condition at­ 
tached to the largess being that the 
recipient should not re-enter the Casino 
unless he or she recouped the adminis­ 
tration for their outlay.

She

zero, won £800. '' You 
are not to be­ 
lieve," added Mr. Spectator, "a tithe of 
the sensational stories printed about 
ruined gamesters hanging themselves to 
trees in the gardens, or blow by? 
out 
their brains in the reading room.'' The 
majority of these canards are set on foot 
by obscure French newspapers which 
have not been snbventioned or bribed by 
the administration to puff Monte Carlo. 


One of the pleasantest characteristics 
of my friend Mr. Spectator is that every 
time you meet him he has a fresh story 
to tell you about an infallible system for 
winning at roulette, and this time he re­ 
galed me with a succinct narrative of 
what I may call the "Wellington boot 
system." Captain Baoknm had played 
for many years a large number of sys­ 
tems, and by the time he was five and 
forty had played away a handsome for­ 
tune. A happy thought occurred to him. 
He always wore Wellington boots. His 
capital was just 5 louis. 
This he 
changed into 5 frano pieces, and he nev­ 
er staked more than one piece at a time, 
and if he won be withdrew his stakes aft­ 
er the third coup. His winnings he care­ 
fully placed in a side pocket, and when­ 
ever he had won four pieces he ohanged 
them into a louis and slipped the coin 
into one of his boots. He played for 
seven consecutive hours before his stock 
capital was exhansted.

Mr. Spectator, "and only last week I 
found Backum at a third class hotel at 
Nice. 
He was in a dressing gown and 
slippers and looking by no means cheer­ 
ful. 
'How about the Wellington boot 
system?' I asked. 
'Utter collapse,' he 
replied. 
' Confounded run of bad luck.' 
'And the boots?' I went on. 'The boots?' 
he replied. 'I pawned them yesterday 
afternoon.' "

"Monty," with its ups and downs, its 
ceaseless whirl of gayety and dissipa­ 
tion. 
There is no rest at Monte Oar la 
When you are tired of play, there are 
dramatic performances, there are con­ 
certs, there is pigeon shooting, and in 
the spring and summer there is plenty 
of yaohting. But all these are only side 
issues. The Grand Trunk line of Monte 
Carlo leads to the temple of mammon. 
It is crowded night and day by people 
lusting far money which they have not 
earned, and it fs the read to ruin.— 
London Telegraph.

Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

the eastern line of Shattuok avenue, thenoe 
northerly along and with said line of Shattuok 
avenue to the northern line of Derby street, 
thenoe in a direct line southwesterly to the 
point of Intersection of the eastern line of Shat­ 
tuok avenue, as said avenue was originally 
dedicated as a oounty road, with the southeast­ 
ern line of the right of way of the Berkeley 
branch of the Northern Railway 
Company, 
thenoe northerly along and with tbe said east­ 
ern line of Shattuok avenue to a point 500 feet 
southerly from the southern line of Dwight 
way, thenoe westerly and parallel with said 
line of Dwight way to the point of commence­ 
ment; ezoepting therefrom such portion or por­ 
tions thereof as Is required by law to be kept 
In order or repair by any person or oompany 
having railway traoks thereon; shall be graded 
and curbed to the official line and grade, and 
that a conorete oulvert 48x60 tnohes In the clear 
be constructed across Shattuok avenue from 
the southeasterly oorner of Derby street and 
Shattuok avenue to a point ISO feet northerly of 
tbe northorly line of Ward street, measured on 
the westerly line of Adeline street and Shat­ 
tuok avenue, and that a 12-lnoh vitrified iron­ 
stone pipe oulvert be constructed from said 
oonorete culvert to the northeasterly corner of 
Shattuok avenue and Ward street; and that a 
18-lnch Ironstone pipe oulvert be constructed 
from the northeasterly oorner of Derby street 
and Shattuok avenue to connect with said con­ 
orete culvert, and that briok oatoh-baslns be 
constructed, one at the northeasterly oorner of 
Ward street and Shattuok avenue and one at 
the northeasterly oorner of Derby street and 
Shattuok avenue, said oatcb-baslns to be pro­ 
vided with Iron curbs and gratings, nod that 
an Iron ourb and grating be constructed where 
the westerly gutter orosses said oonorete oul­ 
vert, all as per the plans and specifications 
heretofore adopted. 


That the expense of said work and Improve­ 
ment shall be chargeable and be charged upon 
the district of lands hereinafter described.

ows: All that certain district of lands situ­ 
ate, lying and'being In said Town of Berkeley 
und bounded and described as follows, to-wlt: 
Commencing at a point on the southerly line of 
the Town of Berkeley distant thereon westerly 
from the westerly line of Shattuok avenue four 
hundred 
feet, thenoe northerly and parallel 
with the westerly line of Shattuok avenue to a 
point live hundred feet southerly of the souther­ 
ly line of Dwight way; thenoe easterly and 
parallel with the southerly line of Dwight way 
eight 
hundred and 
sixty-six^ feet; thence 
southerly and parallel with the westerly line of 
Shattuok avenue to the south boundary line of 
the Town of Berkeley; thenoe westerly along 
said last line eight hundred and sixty-six feet 
to the point of commencement. 


All latmphole and manhole oovers shall be 
placed to the offlolal grade, and that all of said 
work herein speoilled shall be done In accor­ 
dance with the plans and specifications hereto­ 
fore adopted for the same by said Board.

culated In this town, hereby designated for 
that purpose. Said notice shall require a cer­ 
tified oheok or a bond, either, as prescribed by 
law and for an amount not less than ten per 
oent of the aggregate of the proposal. He is 
also directed to post said notice with specifica­ 
tions oonsplouously for five days on or near the 
counoll ohamber door. 


Bidders must file with eaoh proposal or bid a 
oheok payable to the order of the President of 
the Board of Trustees of this Town, oertifled 
by a responsible bank, for an amount which 
shall not be less than 10 per oent of the aggre­
